Th® llrst step is to sell the people The 
local f .;ers and radio stations should carry 
the message to the people of Appalachia that 
our poverty is n,t c.ievitable. and that hund- 
reds need not rema.n idle and dependent upon 
chanty .ad handouts There it something that 
we ca-.i do about it Let the press anil the 
radio hammer the truth h me to the pe pie 
that the poverty we have is a poverty of the 
mind only and need not exist at all l.et this 
media proclaim anew to our >e pie the heri- 
tage of "Thy H'jcks and Rills. Thy Woods and 
Templed Hills.” 

The writer feels that the second step to be 
taken s to enlist the active support ?f hus -less 
organizations, labor unions, churches, clubs and 
(i ivernmental agencies in the area 



Call An Organizational Mooting 

The third step the writer would suggest is 
to call a meeting of representatives )f the 
above mentioned organizations md other in- 
terested persons This meeting should be held 
w th the Fiscal Court in the Coie.ity. preferably 
after the C urt ha* finished its other busi- 
ness After discussion of plans, objectives, 
etc . the Court should pass a resolution favor- 
ing the creation of an agricultural board. tJ 
study flic .problem* of production, storing. 
packrg:-nr. -roces.sing and marketing of every 
possible f od item that c uld be produced and 
co numed in the area This board should he 
•nnnsrred and assisted bv the Court hut should 
lot be c r mpletely domin ited by it 

Whenever p ssible. the county should pro- 
ride office space for this board Tl,.s is es- 
pecially necessary in the beg.- rung 
initial Duties of tho Board 
The board s immediate duties would be 1 
to contact the merchants in the area _n I to 
determine the quality of f od items that they 
sell that could be produced in the county 
Tentative agreemc its rr pledges should he se- 
cured from th? nnr hanls to purchase arei 
produced products at the going market rice 
Sec dly. the board with the advice jf the 
county Agricultural Agent, and others, w uld 
survey the land rescurces to determine how 
much of the merchants needs could be pro- 
duced Whet an estimte of th s has been 
made, the informati n shculd he published and 
farmers invited in to sign up for whatever 
amount of each item they feel they can prr- 
duce Incidental to this, the hoard would ad- 
vise the fritter of the >est variety cf f <>d to 
produce, the cmtrol of pr ulucts eid pests and 
help in financing production

Suggestion* fcr the creation of an Agri- 
cultural Board were made in a previous arti- 
cle and some the dutiea of the hoard were 
discussed We shall continue with some fur- 
ther duties of the board ???? 

Duties of tho Board. 

After the farmers have agreed to produce 
their quotas of the various crop*. and while 
the errps are yet gr iwing, the borad will need 
to work out storage facilities it will also need 
to arrange for grading, sorting, processing 
a*. ul packaging It will need to begin an ad- 
vertising campaign to sell the areas products, 
and to enlist the service* of a first rate sales- 
man to work with the merchant* 

A good beginning could he made hv rent- 
ing a large warehouse or other suitable build- 
iig -i a central location Part of this bulPMng 
could he used to store Irish Potatoes, sweet 
,) tatoi*. onions, cabbage, beets turnips and 
a variety o r other vegetables that could he 
kept in storage It would be necessary to 
arrange these products so that the tempera- 
ture c uld be controlled in order to hold them 
as long as possible. 

This buiWng should be provided with a 
means of washing and packaging the foods 
before they are shior-d out for sale Also, it 
would prove prof table to have a ‘‘freezing 
Section'' where anv surplus of green beans, 
corn, greens, and other Items, could be pack- 
aged. frozen stored and field, to be put on 
the market during the winter months when 
the snooly rf fresh products are no longer 
“vailab'e 

Expanding Operation* 

After the o'nnt has been in operation for 
a time new ''rocesses could In* started and 



new features added to the program. A section 
would be needed fcr processing eggs It 
would also appear that a “mill section" could 
he added to crush grain for feed and to grind 
meal Ultimately, no doubt, a small con- 
nerv could be added 

The writer feela lhat a great opportunity 
exisls to develope and promote some of our 
spec! il native foods, such as pickled beans, 
pickled corn, pickle I beets, shucky beans, 
wild blackberry jama and jellies end other 
foods especially pojiular in Appalachia With 
a g >od advertising program, a great demand 
r uld lie create I for these items.

He makes routine checks of business places where soft drinks, ice cream and tobaccos are 
sold or any other place where the proprietor is reouired to purchase a license to operate. A 
Sheriff needs to be a person in whom one can confide, one who is sympathetic but firm; and 
one who is very understanding and able to treat oeople fairly and justly when executing 

the law. I feel that my life has made me this type of person. 

I am one of twelve children, the daughter of Sam and Jane Gambill Moore, of Chavies 
now deceased. Being a member of such a large family I have learned to get along with al 

types of people. My parents were merchants at First Creek and Chavies for 6D years, 

worked in their store when I was growing up. 

I worked in the Post Office at Lothair as clerk for several years. I was Postmaster at 
Lothair for five years. For the past three years I have worked in the Sheriff s office along 
with my husband. I am a graduate of Buckhorn High School and Fugazzi Business College. I 
sm a member of the First Baptist Church. Eastern Star, Perry County Business and Pro- 
fessional Womens Club, Perry County Homemakers and District Director of Kentucky 
Federation of Homemakers. 

The Sheriff's office has been modernized since my hu'’’»nd has been in this office. We 
have installed two-v* y radios in all cars used by the sheriff and his deputies. Use of these 

radios enables us to serve the public more efficently. We have nought uniforms and 

marked cars which lend dignity as well as identity to the Sheriffs office. 

All these improvements did not cost the taxpayers anythirg but were paid for at the 
personal expense of the sheriff and will remsin his personal property. There has been 
no "fee grabbing" because the deputies are paid a salary. We have tried to treat everyone 
with respect and to use diplomacy in carrying out the duties of ths Sheriff's office. 

It is with great pride that I seek the office of Sheriff of Perry County; and when nom- 

inated ard elected, I promisa you four moreyaars of the same courteous and d.gmfed 
service. THIS IS A CHANGING WORLD. Let us be realistic when these channel come. I 
stand for nrogress and a better and greater Perry County.
